No principle is clearer or better settled than
this. The uppropriation of money 10 earry
on the goverument is a public act—an act in
which the whole peonle of the State sre in-
terested.  The power given is one which all
the people have s right 1o demand shall be ex-
ercised, sud therefore eannot be considercd ns
discreliomy with  the Legisliture.  Thi
Legisisture cannot rightfully refuse to mnke
the appropriations, and if ot should, it would
be sutlicient reason for the Governor to imme-
{]illll'lr\' call an extra session to have the ap-
propristions made.

We can find muterial asssistance in giving
& proper canstruction to the word “may’ in
this section by reference to other parts of the
Constitution whore it is used.  Dozeps of ex-
amples are in point, but I will call atten-
tion to only two. bection 48 of article 8 de-
clares that ** the legislature shall not have the
right to levy Laxes or impose burdens upon
the people, except to raise revenue suflicient
for the economical administration of the
government, in which may be included the
following purposes ;" Then follows an enu-
mermtion of everything of importance to the
carrying on and sustaining the government,
ete.  Will getlemen contend that the word
*“may " in that connection confers merely o
permissive power, and that the Legislature
could, in the exercise of its diseretion, refuse
to levy taxes and make provision for these
demands * See to what n ridiculous condi
tion such a construction of this word ** may
would lead us. What does it mean, then, in
this connection ¥ It means that in raising
revenue to carry on the government these
things enumernited in section 48 **shall,” pot
“may,"” be incloded.

Agid, In section 5 of article 3, the very
section upon which the commitiee base their
argument, it is said that ** the legisluture shall
meel every two years nt such time as way be
provided by law." Will gentlemen contend
that the Legislature, under this clause, hoss
discretionury power to fix the times of meeting,
or not, as they may choose, or will they not
agree that this is an imperative duty imposed
upon them to fix the times for the meeting of
succeeding legislatures ¥ N

These exumples, tuken from the same Con-
stitution we are now altempling to construe,
are sufficient 1o show beyond all question that,
when in section 6 of article 8§t is said that
the first legislature to nssemble under the new
Comstitution ' may make appropristions to
run the government until the assembling of
the Sixteenth Legisinture," it is meant that
this Legislature shall muke such appropria-
tions. . 1f,« then, this Legisinture is required
to make appropristions to run the gov-
ernment umtil the meéting of the Six-
teenth Legislature, it will hardly be con-
tended that anvther session of the Fifteenth
was contemplated, nor will it be denied that
this is the regular biennial session of the Fif
te'nth Legishiture,

By reference. to the journals of the Con-
vention it will be scen that this clause, re-
guiring appropriations to be made by this
Legislature for a longer period than two yeurs,
was tacked on by amendment afrer the systemn
of biennlal sessions bad been adopted, and
after it bad been determined that the frst
session of the Fifteenth Legislature should be
held more than twae years before the time at
which the Bixteenth would assemble, showing
clenrly that the imendment was made to meet
what the Convention saw to be un emerguncy.

From the foregoing reasons 1 arrive, then,
at the following conclusions :

1st. That this is the hienninl session of the
Fifteenth Legislature, and thay no other regu-
lar session can be held,
2d. That this Legislature must make ap-
propriations for running the government until
